return from the west he was in

O cularly happy frame of m ind and one 
of the lirst things that he 
told one of 
his friends was that he had finally fixed 
up with the girl with whom he had the 
trouble and that the girl had gone and 
married another man. 
N otw ithstanding the father and moth 
cr of the young man, his fiancee and her 
mother and all his other 
friends state 
that the young man w as in a most cheer­ 
ful frame of m ind 'all day M onday, there 
still seems to be something strange and 
mysterious about the entire affair.
